3. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: Claims 1-35 are 
allowable over the prior art of record. The prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest an 
optical scanner comprising a housing having a substantially vertical surface containing a first 
aperture and a substantially horizontal surface containing a second aperture; a single laser 
which produces a laser beam toward a polygon spinner having mirrored facets which 




claim 11, line 15: Substitute "a vertical" with - said vertical --. 
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inherently produces a plurality of scanning beams including a first group of scanning beams in 
a substantially horizontal direction, a second group of scanning beams in a substantially 
downward diagonal direction, and a third group of scanning beams in a substantially vertical 
direction; and a plurality of groups of pattern mirrors for reflecting the first group of scanning 
beams through the first aperture to produce a first scan pattern, for reflecting the second group 
of scanning beams through the first aperture to produce a second scan pattern, and for 
reflecting the third group of scanning beams through the second aperture to produce a third 
scan pattern, as set forth in the claims.
